Ohio to legally 
bear the name high school. I rath- 
er suspect it was the first one this 
side of the Allegheny Mountains 
to- do so. The Woodward high 
school of Cincinnati was chartered 
almost eJtactly a year later. -The 
claim is sometimes made that the" 
.Woodward is the oldest chartered 
hish school in the state, but this 
claim- rests on a misapprehension 
of the 'acts. .

The Woodward Free Grammar 


School was chartered in January, 
1827; but it was, especially -pointed 
out that the purpose of. the school 
WAS to teach poor children -the ru- 
diments of an English education.
